standpoint of the trav eler and the nature-lov er, the parks are 
nev er safe. It would be well, therefore, to hav e the watenx Ywer 
act amended by (J ongress so as specifically to forbid such spolia­ 
tion.

SAFETY FENDERS 
Motor cur “ bumpers” are all designed, apparently , for the pro­ 
tection of the car itself. That is natural enough, sinco an owner 
does not wiuit any other Ciu* crasliing into him without softening 
the blow. 
But how al>out pedestrians v \ hose liv es are endangered 
more and more by motor traffic? One of them pratests: ' 
“ Most of the machines on the highway s are not built with the 
thought of prev enting injury . 
’Hie fronts are murderou.s, with 
the springs coming to shaip points and with crank liandles stick­ 
ing out. W’hy not a .soft pneiunatic fender to prev ent serious in­ 
jury from the impact of the pointed springs, fiv m the hard steel 
bumpers?
